"Why, you have no idea," said an 
old and woll-known bird fancier to a 
Democrat - and Chronicle reporter tho 
other day, "how little caro a song bird 
requires. It has been my oxporionco 
— and a good, long experience — that 
tho most of tho deaths among canaries 
are caused by ovorcaro and over-feed- 
ing. How often you will hoar pooplo 
— and especially ladies — say, 'I don't 
havo any hick with birds at all. I 
have had two or three, and thoy till 
grew sick and died, and now I havo 
one thai won't sing at all.' And if 
somebody should inform them that 
thoy had killed their own bints thoy 
would call you crazy, or think you 
wero joking them." 

"What do you mean by ovorcaro and 
overfeoding?" queried tho roportor. 

"I mean just what I say. Lot a lady 
get a now bird. The chauccs are it is 
tho first sho has ever had caro of. It 
is a novelty and a curiosity in tho 
house, and sho feels as though sho 
must bo attending to it all tho timo, 
and that if she docs not it will die, or 
stop singing, or something. Tho ro- 
sultis sho will give tho bird everything 
she can think of or everything sho has 
ever heard of a bird eating. You will 
find crackoi-3, and cako, and broad, 
and candy, and sugar, and apple, and 
heaven only knows what, stuck 
through tho bars of tho cages for tho 
birds to eat. In tho seed-boxes you 
will find all kinds of scod, mixed, otc. 
Now, it docs not seem to mo that it re- 
quires an extraordinary intelligence to 
grasp tho idea that this is all wrong, 
lean hush tho notes of tho hardiest 
German canary over imported to this 
country by such food in a few wooks. 
Such sweet dainties fatten the feath- 
ered musicians. Thoy lose their voico, 
they becomo subject to rheumatism, 
thoy get the gout in their feot. Thoy 
become infested with lico, and they 
lose any desiro for their bath. You 
hear an unusually brilliant songster, 
one who is singing loudly, sweetly, and 
almost incessantly, and go and look at 
tho cage ho is in. You won't find any 
sweetbreads and swoetmoats there." 

"What is the best bird food?" 

"Tho best bird food is just plain, 
ordinary, common bird-seed — only this 
and nothing more. It is all I give my 
birds, and you havo hoard how they 
sinir. Two or three times a year I buy 
a cuttle-lish bone for them, and I keep 
somo lino gravel or sand in tho bottom 
of the cage for them to pick at. I put 
a bath dish of water, with tlio chill re- 
duced, into tho cage every morning. 
Once a week I clean the cago thor- 
oughly, scrubbing tho perches, the bot- 
tom, and tho wire bars. I give them 
fresh water to drink and restock tho 
seed jar once a day. This is all tho 
caro 1 givo my birds. I keop them 
where it is light, whero tho suit shines 
occasionally, and whero thero is fresh 
air. Birds should not bo hung too 
high in tho room either, for hero they 
get the healed air, which is n, it good 
for them, (live a bird such Irenliuont 
as this— -plain, clean bird sood, fresh 
water, and fresh air, and if ho dios or 
loses his song it will \y from natural 
causes." — llovhestcr Democrat and 
Chronicle. 

Sunlight in Stables. 



Wo tried an experiment somo years 
since to test tho absence of sunlight on 
a calf. We had two deep red calves of 
the same age (sixty days), one weigh- 
ing 180 pounds and tho other 182 
pounds. Tho latter wo placed in a 
dark room, with a trough that could 
bo filled by a spout through a parti- 
tion. Tho other was confined in tho 
same amount of space, but in full light, 
and both were fed just exactly alike for 
tho next threo months. Tho object was 
to tost tho effect of light unon such a 
growing animal. At tho end of tho 
three months tho ono in tho light 
wcighod 480 pounds and tho ono in tho 
dark wcighod ei(!0 pounds and its color, 
had faded to a vory palo, dirty rod. Its 
eyes were so much aHoded that when 
admitted to tho light it kept thorn 
closed most of the time for tlio lirst 
week or two. The two calves were 
kept on togothor, but tiie one from tho 
dark room never fully recovered from 
this threo mouths of darkness. It nov- 
or recovered its doop red color, though 
tho color improved. Any ono who 
noted theso two calves during this ex- 
periment would never doubt tho im- 
policy of dark stables, —Lino Slock Jour- 
nal ijjga 



What Shall %ve do With our 
Youiik Women, 

Concerning this question, which is 
anxiously asked by thoughtful parents 
botli in Europe and America, the 
"Whitehall Eeview pertinently remarks: 
Tho question resounds through the 
length and breadth of tho society of to- 
day, from tho highest heights down to 
the deepest depths, in tones of equal 
anxiety anil almost of despair. It is 
sighed in the drawing room uuiid gild- 
ing and sweet essences; it it grumbled 
in tho farm among tlio butter and 
the cheeses; it is nobbed in the back 
alloy over tho needle that creeps wear- 
ily to and fro through the rugs that 
would bo neat if thoy could; it throbs 
in the brain of the thinker; it lies 
heavily on the heart of the social re- 
former; it casts a shadow on many a 
.'tunny home. 

Seeing, then, that this is really and 
actually tho case, and that this ques- 
tion is, in truth, one of the problems 
of our day — a problem with which we 
have all more or less to do — let us 
turn and look it calmly and bravely in 
the face. We will not groan over it, 
wo will not snoor over it, though these 
aro tho two commonest ways of meet- 
ing it; but wo will fry to consider it in 
a rational, straightforward, sensible 
manner. Ghosts aro said to speak 
when thoy nrt- spoken to, and to ex- 
plain their wants; and perhaps this 
problem, if we address ourselves earn- 
estly to ft, will do the same for it- 
self. 

In the first place, let us east away 
into tho 1 umber-room, where we banish 
day by day more and morn of tho ab- 
surd, harmful, old world fallacies, tho 
notion that the only thing wo can do 
with our young women is to marry 
them. If a girl becomes in a simple, 
natural way- -the way of tho heart — a 
wifo and mother, well and good; sho 
has found her vocation; and if sho does 
her highest anil best in it, sho has 
found a very noble one indeed. Let us 
never, however, bring bar up to be- 
lieve that such is to bo her certain call- 
ing in life. If once such an idea gets 
firmly fixed in her head, a young wo- 
man will very speedily answer tho 
question as to what is to bo done with 
her by resolutely and systematically 
doing nothing at all besides alternately 
flirting and moping. Another thing 
which will greatly help toward the 
solution of this question is the bring- 
ing up our girls in independent habits 
and in the practice of taking caro of 
themselves. A young woman who can 
take caro of herself, both physically and 
mentally, will be able to do many 
things with ease and safety which can 
not bo done by a girl who has been 
badly and foolishly trained in this par- 
ticular. 

In these days of higher and broader 
education for women thero are many 
walks in life open to girls which were 
impossible for their grandmothers, 
simply from the cause that they were 
never sufficiently taught to follow 
them. If a young woman has any real 
talent in literature; or painting or music, 
she has now every advantage to enable 
her to develop it. Sho has also, in our 
time, a fair chance of winning for her- 
self fame and money in any of these 
departments of art. The literary woman 
is no more fought shy of in respectable 
society as an eccentric, mermaid sort 
of creature, who is neither flesh nor 
.fowl; tho female painter is no longer 
treated with a pitying, supercilious 
condescension by artists of the other 
sex; the public v'riger can now, if she 
so wills it, keep as high and pure a 
name ns tin; loftiest lady in the land 
with the longest handle Lo her name. 
If, then, a young woman has a real ar- 
tistic talent, the question as to what is 
to be done with her will be answered 
in a moment. She 1ms but to L shown 
tho way to cultivte her gift, and she 
will quickly find out what she is to do 
without any one needing to show her. 
Let it bo observed, however, that we 
use that word "real" very emphatical- 
ly, for thero is not the smallest use in 
her trying to do what sho cannot do 
thoroughly and well. If a young 
woman thinks that her feeble, or badly 
finished oil', or vory ordinary artistic 
work will bo treated with respect and 
consideration simply on account of her 
age and sex, she will find herself sadly 
mistaken and disappointed in these 
days of crush and competition. 

When, however, wo try to answer 
the question. 

"What shall wo do with our young 
women?" We must look at it from a 
point of view which concerns the mass 
of the sex chiefly, and not those com- 
paratively few among them who are 
endowed with specia lartistic gifts. It 
is far too often presupposed that girls 
must be artistically gifted, and thus 
their education leads in quite a wrong 
direction for solving the problem. We 
do not expect all our young men lo be 
able to write books, paint pictures, or 
play on musical instruments. Why, 
then, should wo expect this of our 
young women? Tho question which 
we wnitt lo meet successfully, both in 
female education and in women's daily 
life, is, what shall we do with those 
young women who merely possess an 
ordinary share of intellectual power 
and are endowed with no particular 
talent? 

Now, one thing which might do 
with our young women, with vast use- 
fulness to the community in general, 



would be to make them more univer- 
sally the exclusive guides and teae 1 . 
of boys up to a certain age. It « . i 
bo well for every English ltu'i [» ' . - ; \ 
rank of society if to the ag - t ft ■ ' , 01 
twelve, ut least, ho could hi placed un- 
der the en tiro rule and influence of a 
sensible, broad-minded, > urm-hearted 
woman. 

A boy svill never fr'.i.-s so easily and 
r.'adily uny leading •'■ at of a woman; 
she can guido him with a silken thread 
where a man cannot drag hiiri with a 
rope. Moreover, how many of the 
darker stains of our modern social life 
would vanish away from among us if 
such an early training, under female 
influence, wove, as it wore, into tho 
texture of our boys' characters a high, 
strong, rechivalrous for womanhood. - 
When wo tako this things into consid 
oration, we feel how truly and really 
for the highest interests of the whole 
moral life of the nation it would bo if 
the question, what shall wo do with 
our young women'/ were partly, at 
least, answered by tho establishment 
throughout tho whole land of schools 
for boys of all ranks exclusively kept 
by well-educated women. To make the 
scheme more possible colleges might be 
opened for tho special training of girls 
to fill these important situations. 

Tito practice of employing women as 
clerks is opening a field of suitable 
work for women which helps lo answer 
in a very satisfactory way tho question. 
What shall wo do with our young 
women? Tho administrative faculty, 
often possessed by women in. a very 
high degree, makes them peculiarly fit- 
ted for such work, and surely not tho 
most precise prude that ever laid down 
a codo of female proprioly can find 
anything objectionable in a woman, bo 
sho ever so young and attractive, sit- 
ting at a desk and handling a pen. Of 
course, thouo business houses which 
employ clerks of both sexes should 
take every possible care to provide for 
their comfort and respectability. It is 
greatly to be wished that all our 
Government offices of business, whether 
great or small, would employ female 
clerks more generally than they even 
now do, for the neatness and correct- 
ness, which are two good qualities nat- 
ural to women, come advantageously 
forward in yuch a position and such a 
calling. 

What shall we do with our young 
women? as the question is asked in 
some English home whero several girls 
are ' dawdling listlessly over crswel- 
work. Wc answer, send them into 
some of our large hospitals to learn 
what they can do there. It will only 
bo in very rare and abnormal cases 
that women will make any way in the 
world as doctors. They havo not the 
strength of nerve for surgeons, or the 
mnssiveness of brain for physicians, 
but a grand sphere of work lies wait- 
ing for them as sick-nurses. What an 
unspeakable boon it would bo for every 
country village to havo residing in it 
an educated woman who had received 
a thorough training as a nurse! Her 
services ought, of course, to be paid, 
like those of the parish doctor, with a 
regular yearly salary, so that is the 
poorest family might be able if they 
needed it, to claim her caro and atten- 
tion. If such a band of trained nurses 
were to go forth into our retired rural 
districts, how many a precious life 
would be Hived, how many a young 
mother would live to smile on her 
child, how many a widow and orphan 
would be spared tho starvation of par- 
ish pay, and how would the overwork- 
ed parish doctor bless such an intelli- 
gent, ready, sympathetic auxiliary! If 
women were to study chemistry 
thoroughly, it would certainly be quite 
possible for them to make good chem- 
ists. This is a branch of medicine in 
which they might excel. 

To go to another department of 
work, which nevertheless has some con- 
nection with disease ami its cure, they 
would make the best teachers in all 
asylums for the blind and the deaf and 
dumb, on account of their patience and 
fertility of resource. 

There are, then, many things which 
we might do with our young women 
that wo do not do, but which wo may 
Ret about. doing at once. Our young 
women, however, must remember that 
if such sustained, earnest work in 
different departments, as that of which 
wc have been speaking, is intrusted to 
them, they must give up all desultory, 
dawdling ways, all that uneven irregu- 
larity, all that dilletanteism, which, in 
general, hinder women from doing 
any good work in the world, and must 
weave into their habits and characters 
active reality, promptness, punctuality 
and steadfast intensity.

Some 
time ago Hulburt served two yea s in 
penitentiary for cattle stealing. Trefry 
was a widower, about 25 years of age, 
and leaves ono child. 

Ottawa, Oct. 2D. —Mr. Salter, In- 
spector for the Louden Insurance Com- 
pany; Mr, McLean, of Toronto, Sec- 
retary of the Underwriters' Associa- 
j tion; and Mr. Alfred Perry, of Montre- 
al, arrived here to-day to inspect the 
appliances for surpressing fires in this 
city and Hull, with a view for fixing 
insurance rates here.

Tho question of tho annexation of 
Jamaica is now agitating tlio Eastern 
proas. Tho supposition that tho ohjoct 
of Sir John *lfauon»fd'a visit to England 
13 to ■ negotiate '. ( ;is raattor ha3 sot the 
various papers to arguing tho pros and 
cojis before it is at all certain that annex- 
ation is being considered at all. However, 
tho Eastern journals must have some 
question to quarrel about and, perhaps, 
it is well that tho subject should bo thor- 
oughly discussed in view of its possibility. 
Tho opposition press is of courso vigor- 
ously opposed to tho scheme, and many 
aro tho objections raised against taking 
into the confederation thi3 alien island. 
But plausible as many of these objections 
are they arc, to our mind, greatly out 
weighed by tho advantages to bo pained 
by tho acquisition of so fertile a territory. 
Tho lirst great consideration in favor of 
tho project is the value to the Dominion 
of tho varied and valuable products of 
.Jamaica and tho other British NVost 
Indies; for should Jamaica enter tho con- 
federation, in all probability the other 
British islands would soon follow suit. 
Canada labors under a great disadvantage, 
compared with the United States, in hav- 
ing but one climato throughout the whole 
extent of its territory. Some sections 
aro favored with a more balmy air than 
others, allowing the cultivation of luscious 
fruits and vegetables, while largo tracts 
aro unsuited to anything but grain. But 
tho United States comprise every variety 
of climate from that of tho extreme 
northern states, which is similar to Cana- 
da, to tho tropical and semi-tropical 
climato of Florida and other southern 
states, whoso products, comprising sugar, 
cotton, tobacco, rice and tropical fruits, 
constitute a largo proportion of tho wealth 
of the country. Should Jamaica enter 
tho confederation all theso products 
would bo ours also, and articles on which 
wo now pay a heavy duty would enter our 
ports free. On tho other hand, a large 
free market would be provided for Cana- 
dian manufactured goods as well as far 
butter, cheese and other farm produce. 
Manufacturers will be the strongest sup- 
porters of tho measure for the oppor- 
tunity to secure such a market is not to 
bo lost. The British West Indies have a 
population of 1,000,000, whose principal 
clothing is cotton, and tins Canadian 
manufacturers would bo ablo to supply by 
importing tho raw material from tho trop- 
ical province. Even suppose that in 
tinio Jamaicans should resolve to manufac 
turo for themselves, machinery would 
then be imported from Canada. But the 
tropical islands will always bo, to a groat 
extent, agricultural countries, and it is 
with bucIi that Canada, seeking to im- 
prove her manufactures, should covet 
an alliance. The greatest objection that 
has been made to tho entrance of Jamaica 
is tho fact that it would bring so many 
thousands of negroes into the franchise, 
and this is certainly an objectionable fea- 
ture; but, as one journal says, they are 
not as bad as tho Chinese of British 
Columbia or the hordes of pagan Indians 
in the northwest, for they aio at least 
Christians. On tho whole, wo would 
favor annexation on the ground that it 
would stimulate Canadian interests and 
doublo the number of Canada's resources. 



THE LATE MR. FAWGETT, M. P. 

Tho death of Professor Fawcott, as ho 
was popularly called, will leavo a great 
blank ill political life, and more especially 
in the ranks of the liberal party in Eng- 
land. Bnrn at Salisbury where his father, 
who is now 02 years of age, residos, he was 
educatod at the University of Cambridge, 
and shortly after finishing his brilliant 
career as a student he unfortunately mot 
with a horrible accident. When out shoot- 
ing tho gun carried by his father burst 
and blinded permanently both of Mr. 
Fawcott's eyos. Mr. Fawcott, with great 
pluck resolved that though blind ho would 
follow almost every pursuit that he had 
boon accustomed to. Accompanied now 
by his wife, a nieinbor of the talented 
family of Garretts, and now by his secre- 
tary, ho went out salmon Gshing, rodo on 
horseback', skated with great expertness, 
and was a famous byciclist. Beforo long 
he becamo professor of political economy 
in tho University of Cambridge, and also 
a member of parliament for tho borough 
of Brighton. At this time he "went down 
to Cambridge, a distance from London of 
Borne '10 miles, delivered a lecture on 
political economy, and the simo afternoon 
returned to London and was most active 
in tho house of commons as radical mem- 
ber for Brighton. He was a regular and 
frequottt speaker, more especially on edu- 
cational, university and East Indian af- 
fairs. It was wonderful to find this blind 
gentleman with a magnificent presence, 
BIX feet full in height, but perfectly blind, 
getting up after the budget speech of the 
Indian secretary and pouring forth three 
or four columns of criticism and of sta- 
tistics immediately after tho budget had 
been introduced, and with nothing but his 
memory to guide him. Mr. Fawcett was 
out of parliament for sotno six months, 
but was returned afterwards for Hackney, 
one of tho most populous middle class 
boroughs in London, and on tho forma- 
tion of the present Gladstone government 
ho was made postmaster-general with a 
salary of $10,000 a year. His record as 
an administrator in tho postollico was a 
record of reform and a period of perfect 
success. It wan generally understood that 
the professor would enter Mr. Gladstone's 
cabinet on tho next vacancy; but unhap- 
pily death, which with equal foot enters 
the dwelling of the peasant and of tho 
ministor, cut him oil' in tho prime of life. 
Mr. Fawcett was much indebted to I113 
wife for literary assistance, for sh» shared 
with him the authorship of books, oven on 
political economy. It may bo of local in- 
terest to know that Mrs. Fawcett is a 
cousin of H. Croft, Eeq., J. P., jf Croft 
& Angus, Chemainus.

New YORK, Nov. 7. — This morning a 
silute of 100 guns was fired in the City 
Hall park by order of tho leaders of tho 
county Democracy, in honor uf Grovor 
Cleveland's election to the presidency. 
Booming of guns drew largo crowds from 
tho bulletin boards at the newspaper 
ollices to the park. During the Bring a 
portion of a wad from a gun struck a 
little newsboy named Jacob Simon in the 
face, knocking out ono of his eyes. 

New Yoke, Nov. 7, 11:45 a. m. — Ten 
districts, not heretofore reported at all, 
have just been received at the Associated 
l'rcss ullicu. Some come frum the moun- 
tain regions by mail. Theso ten districts 
foot up as follows: Blaino, 004, Cleve- 
land, 217. 

New Yokk, Nov. 7. — Jay Gould this 
morning sent tho following to Governor 
Cleveland: "I heartily congratulate you 
on your election. All concede that your 
administration as governor has boon wise 
and conservative, and in the larger lield 
as president I feel that you will do still 
better, and that the vast business interest 
of the country will bo entirely safe in 
your hands." 

New YoitK, Nov. 7. — The returns re- 
ceived from tho county clerks aro what so 
suddenly changed to Cleveland what 
seomed a plurality for Blaine in this state. 
Tho county clerks' returns thus far give 
Cleveland 1,000 plurality. Tho Tribune 
estimates that Blaino has a plurality in 
tho stato of 1,114. Tho Times' returns 
from all but two counties show Cleveland 
has 1,270 plurality. Tho Sun has re- 
ceived figures from Bfty-fiVo of sixty 
counties, which make Cleveland's plurality 
1,205. Tho Post, republican, claims the 
stato for Blaino by from 5,000 to 7,000. 

New Yokk, Nov. 7. — 4 p. m. — A brief 
summary of the situation is as follows: 
If the Associated Press count is correct 
Blaine has carried New York stato by 
about 100 plurality. On tho other hand 
if tho returns as received from tho clerks 
of tho various counties in tho state are 
correct, Cleveland has a plurality in the 
stato of about 050. The Associated 1'resa 
have invited i! embers from both tho 
democratic and republican national com- 
mittees, aud from the loading newspapers 
to meet them to-night and recount the re- 
turns. 

Albany, Nov. 7. — General Carr, sec- 
retary of stato, and a ropublican, says: 
"Tho r o is no chance of stealing this Btate; 
notab I uig as I have charge of the affairs. 
I don't propose that any body shall steal 
the stato. If Mr. Cleveland has a plu- 
rality largo or small ho will get it. The 
same is true of tho other candidate. I 
don't proposo to play any southern game, 
no matter whether its a friend or foe with 
mo. Ho has to have his justice." Tho 
Argus says: "No fraudulent methods to 
put James G. Blaino in tho White House 
will lie allowed. The men who attempt 
it will be killed and tho legal consequences 
of killing them will bo taken euro of uf- 
tor wards. " 

Albany, Nov. 7. — Congratulatory dis- 
patches have poured in upon the Gover- 
nor all tho morning. They como from 
every Rtate in the union and from many 
parts of Europe. 

Nkw YORK, Nov. 7.- -Tho democratic 
national committee has iaBued an address 
which statos to the people of the United 
States that Cloveland and Hendricks are 
elected, with 219 electoral votes. 'J he 
nddress coniains tho names of states 
which havo given a democratic majority, 
including Now York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut and West Virginia. Tho address 
concludes thus: "No fraud or contri- 
vance can defeat the will of tho peoplo of 
the Unitod States thus publicly and du- 
liberatoly declared."

Tho lire 
caught from a torch igniting hay, 100 
bales of which composed her cargo. The 
llames went through the ruuf in less than 
half a minute, obliging the passengers 
and crew to jump into tho river and es- 
cape.

CANADA. 
Montreal, Nov. 7. — Rov. Father 
Chiniquy preached last night in Canning 
street Presbyterian Church, and was 
again interrupted by a band of young 
men apparently students.

Fifteen 
houses were destroyed and a considerable 
quantity of wood which fishermen had in 
store was swept away. Pishing boats, weTe 
totally demolished, having drifted on the 
rocks. Several poor families who stored 
provisions in cellors have lost them Head- 
ways wero destroyed by Ihe Quods, and 
bridges smashed up. At Noire Portage, 
the storm was felt very severely. Three 
houses were swept away and a small wliiuf 
knocked over and three miles of fencing 
carried oft'.

— Oborlin's special 
to the Leader reports that last night, 
after receiving tho report that Blaine was 
elected, the college students aud citizens 
built a bonfiro and discharged guns, fired 
anvils and had a jubilee, winding up by 
serenading prominent prohibitionists, in- 
cluding one professor, with tin pans, horns 
and other unmusical implements. In 
their rounds they paid a visit to the resi- 
dence of Itov. Mr. Mills, senior in Hie 
college, aud the minister who had been a 
conspicuous advocato of the cause of tho 
prohibition party. Tho moment tho 
charivari began at his houso he Bred four 
shots from a rovolver into the crowd, one 
of which slightly wounded a student 
named Mitchell, piercing the etlgo of his 
car and grazing tho side of his head.

Although ho has done good 
Borvice to tho city, it has been at a great 
expenso, for tho cost of tho corps of men 
who havo been engaged through tho sum- 
mer to feed him with his favorito food, 
limestone rock, amounted to something 
enormous; while the dentists who have 
repaired his shattered teeth every once in 
a while havo swelled the total until now 
tho corporation havo beeomo poor and 
their pursest rings tightened, though with 
very little to close on. As a consequence 
Jumbo has been sont hither and thither 
and now lies at tho park grounds resting 
his massive form, deserted by his keepers 
and friends. One cannot help standing 
somewhat in uwo as ho gazos on tho re- 
clining leviathan, and heave a sigh for the 
hopes that were cherished and novor rea- 
lized; for tho delight that our schoolboys 
at civic legislation onco took in sporting 
with him. And now, abandoned to tho 
mercy of wind and weather, without food, 
he is gradually becoming a monster of 
complaints. Tho biting wind and rain 
havo played with his exposed joints until 
he cannot niovo without tho groans 
and squeals of a chronic rheumatic. His 
former bright appearance has been 
changed to a yellowish coppery hue, while 
tho jaws in which tho hard limestone 
seemed as peanuts can scarcely move. 
How hath tho mighty fallen into disuse 
and neglect, with the scorn of duped citi- 
zens at his sorry appearance. Perhaps 
had ho been treated with kindness, and 
not made to satisfy the selfish Cuds of 
grasping individuals, but employed for the 
good of tho citizona generally, ho now 
would bo housed for tho winter and re- 
spected for having performod the duty ex- 
pected at first from him. But ho has 
been made to do service in byways and 
places of questionable necessity, his repu- 
tation for usefulness has disappeared, and 
ho i3 to an extent outlawed from public 
service Perhaps when the warm winds 
of springtime again blow, and he receives 
the care necessary to put him iu a condi- 
tion of usefulness, under more careful and 
discreet management, the famous Jumbo 
may rotrievo his reputation and becomo a 
paying possession to tho city.

The Swii-tsciie Hand will not perform* new season Millinery, Feathers, Flowers, 
Government Buildings this afternoon, &c * 



The lvho'e iale grocors of Canada are 
complaining of tho aub-soction of tho act 
to amend tho Weights and Measures Act 
ofl87'J. The section says every hermeti- 
cally sealed package of canned goods such 
as fruit, vegetables, fish, and the like shall 
havo tho weight of tho contents of the tin, 
can, or package containing tho same legi 
bly marked upon it, and any packer or 
other poison found guilty of selling or ex- 
posing for sale such goods in any such 
tin, can, or package, on which the weight 
of the contents ia not marked, or on which 
such weight is not as represented, shall for 
the first otlenoo incur a penalty of $'2 for 
each tin, can, or package, and for each 
subsequent offence a penalty of not leas 
than 8o or more than $20 for each such 
tin, can, or package This section shall 
only come into forco on tho 1st day of 
January, 1885. Somo of the leading 
Canadian firms say tho act is most absurd 
and cannot bo acted up to except through 
fraud. It was very difficult to mako all 
the cans the same size. Tho whole thing 
was unfair to the trado and would not 
protect home manufactures from United 
States goods. No tomatoes come from 
tho other side of the line; no lobsters 
either. A little salmon come in; then 
tliero aro sardines from Franco — what 
is to bo done with them! A deputation 
goes to Ottawa to havo tho obnoxious sec- 
tion repealed. 

ICiilisli Columbia Indians. 

The report circulated in some of tho 
papers that a feeling of irritation has dis- 
played itself among somo of tho Indian 
tribes of tho northern British Columbia 
coast contains a modicum of truth. The 
cause of tho irritation is the arrest and 
trial of an Indian for murder. Tho Indi- 
ana do not object to tho punishment of 
tho murderer, but they contend that they 
should bo tho instrument of vengeanco 
for infraction of tho law. Mixed up with 
the question is a misunderstanding which 
has arisen between the Church of Eng- 
land missionary, Itev. Mr. Duncan, and 
Bishop Bidley, the latter desiring to re- 
move the missionary, and tho Indians, 
over whom Mr. Duncan has very great 
influence, objecting strongly to the re- 
moval of the white man in whom they 
havo bo great confidence. While there is 
no likolihood of any serious collision be- 
tween tho whites and tho Indians, yot it is 
likely that the Imperial government will 
send a war vessel to tho coast iu that part 
of British Columbia at tho request of the 
Dominion government. Indeed, it is 
more than likely that tho war vessel has 
already arrived at the point of anticipated 
danger.— Toronto Mail. 

Joseph Cook. — Mr. Cook is a man who 
has not only tho temperament but the physi- 
cal basis of tho orator: a man whose mere 
vitality is a tidal forco to a largo vehe- 
ment brain. Joaoph Cook is to-day a 
man in early middle life; a largo man of 
nervous, sanguine temporament; fatter, it 
seems, than a man of such restless ac- 
tivity could bo, with a round, frank face, 
a pleasant mouth, a non-aggressivo nose, 
blue, kindly, overtaxed eyes that persist 
in shutting themselves; a high, broad 
brow, burdonod by rellectivo faculties; a 
largo head covored with a mano of brown 
hair, and tho moon-liko roundnoss of his 
visago ia lengthened by a brown board. 
Iu reposo he is a fair, comfortablo man, 
not suggestive ;f mental sovereignty, but 
tho moment ho speaks you aro sure of his 
power.— -Mrs. Maky Clk.m.mek, in the N.

A Truthful Citizen Defends the 
Council of 188S. 

To the Editor:— In yesterday's Stand- 
ard appeared a letter signed "Another 
Citizen," and headed "An Untruthful 
Citizen," and as tho writer of tho same 
says particular stress ou truthfulness and 
impartiality I think he should have been 
more careful than ho apparently has been, 
particularly on the financial condition in 
which the present council found the city. 
As a member of the former council for 
tho first, and last, time I deem it a duty 
to refute several of his charges reflecting 
on that body. First. Tho amount of in- 
debtedness left by us was not over $2,400, 
which was about the legacy of indebted- 
ness loft us by the council of 1882; but 
out of the revenuo for tho year 1883 we 
used, for what 1 think most of the rate- 
payers will consider good investments, the 
following sums, to-wit: For new filter 
bed, capable of doubling tho amount of 
filtered water over any provious year, the 
sum of £0,300; tho laud and right of way 
through school reservo for the opening ot 
Yates Btreet, §2,285. Tho corporation 
also became owners of horses, truck, cart, 
harness, etc. , amounting to £900, and a 
steam d^li, §810; and besides these items 
kept tho cily in as good condition as in 
former years. I think tho financial part 
will bear investigation. Ho also alludes 
to an untried machine called "Jumbo." 
This I must also take oxcoption to as the 
Monster was tried on Herald street, also 
ou the beach or near it, and found by 
actual work done to bo a saving amounting 
to considerable during the year to the 
city ou the cost of breaking rock for 
macadamizing. The next, charge is an 
unsatisfactory electric light contract that 
will not bear investigation. In this con- 
nection I will only aay I was not iu the 
city when tho contract for lighting tho 
city was signed, but the bylaw No. 101 
contains this: "That the electric light 
shall be on throe masts (places, designated 
in said bylaw) and of an illuminating 
power of fifty thousand candid power 
combined." Tho bylaw further says that, 
if tho light is not up to tho standard tho 
council may givenotico to tho company to 
terminate tho agreement in ten days after 
such notice. This bylaw was submitted 
to the ratepayers of Victoria city and 
council; the council of 18S3, about two 
weeks before retiring from olDco, must, I 
presume, havo found tho light, to bo of 
the required illuminating power, hence 
the contract. Should the present council 
on taking ollico havo discovered the light 
not what they wero paying for, I should 
think they would not continue it, hence 
it is evident that the contract must ho all 
light. This, 1 trust, will satisfy the 
writer that lio has boon rather hasty in 
making unpleasant charges that, cannot bo 
substantiated. Wm. Jensen.

The custom of touching glasses prior to 
drinking healths is very common in Eng- 
land anil many other countries, and espe- 
cially in Germany. It is curious to trace 
how this custom has prevailed, and still 
exists, even among savage tribes. To 
drink out of the same cup and to eat on! 
the .same plate, was one of the ways in 
which the ancients celebrated a marriage,, 
and the wedding feast continues to he not 
the least important of the, marriage cere- 
monies to the present day. 

The Indians of Brazil retain a custom of 
drinking together a little brandy as a sign 
that the marriage is concluded, hi China 
similar customs are met with. In the 
medieval banquets of Germany it was the 
custom to pass a "loving cup ' from hand 
to hand, but this gradually necessitated that 
the cup should be of enormous size, and 
thus smaller cups or glasses were adopted, 
and the old custom was conformed to by 
the drinkers touching their glasses before 
drinking. 

Tub ceremony attending the passing and 
drinking out of the 'Moving cup,'' as 
practiced at our great city festivals and at 
some of our college halls, is said to have 
arisen from the assassination of King Ed- 
ward, It was then the custom among the 
Anglo-Saxons to pass round a large cup, 
from which each guest drank; he who 
thus drank stood up, and as he lifted the 
cup' with both hands his body was ex- 
posed without any defence to a 
blow, and the occasion was often seized by 
an enemy to murder him. To prevent 
Ibis the following plan was adopted: 
"When one of the company stood up to 
drink, he required the companion who sal 
next to him to be his pledge— that is, to be 
responsible for protecting him against any- 
body who should attempt to take ad- 
vantage of his defenseless position; this 
companion stood up also, and raised his 
drawn sword in his hand to defend the 
drinker while drinking. 

'this practice, in a somewhat altered 
form, continued long after the condition 
of society had ceased to require it, and 

pledging in drinking. In drinking from 
the "loving cup" as now practiced, each 
person rises and takes the cup in his hand 
to drink, and at the same time the person 
seated next to him rises also, and when 
the latter takes the cup in his turn, the in- 
dividual next to him does the same.

"That man won't come back to con- 
gress again, " said one of the employes of 
the house folding-room to The Star man 
the other day, pointing to the frank on 
one of a huge pile of squire packages 
heaped up on the table and in one corner 
of the room. 

""Why so?" asked The Star man. 

".Inst because these things will prevent 
it. " 

"Wlmt's in 'em? Dynamite?" 

"Books. " 

"Books?" 

"Yes, he's sending them all through his 
district, and he'll never come back any 
more, poor fellow! This is his first term 
.•iiwl ho has fallen into the delusion that 
the way to please his constituents is to 
send them books. They don't cost him 
anything, and he thinks it a good way to 
buy the good will of his constituents. ' He 
hasn't been here long enough to learn bet- 
ter. " 

"Don't you know," he continued, assum- 
ing a more confidential tone, "the mem- 
burs, almost without exception, who have 
begun by sending books home to their dis- 
tricts have been defeated. It's a fact. It

"How is that? What are the books 
about?" The Star man asked. 

" 'Tisn't what's in them. The hooks are 
all right, except that some of them are 
sort of dry. They are the various reports, 
agricultural, interior department, patent 
office reports, ami the like; scientific works 
on surveys, geology, agriculture, and the 
various matters that have been looked into 
under the direction of congress and the 
executive departments, besides the execu- 
tive documents, tho president's messages 
and rpports upon foreign relations, com- 
merce, and the like. Oh, they are all good 
enough books, as far as that goes, That 
isn't the thing. " 

" What is it, then?" 

"Why, it's just this. When a man 
knows how to do it those books can 
be used to an advantage; but it won't do 
for him to distribute them loosely among 
his constituents. It'll defeat him, sure 
pop. The old member, who has experi- 
ence, will make a good selection of books 
and send them to three or four of I he lend- 
ing politicians in his district. That's all 
right; it does some good. But when the 
new member undertakes to distribute 
them among all his constituents ho gets 
himself in trouble. He can't have enough 
to go round, and the consequence is that 
neighbors Smith and Thompson get jealous 
because neighbor Jones got some books 
and they didn't; and when it comes to tho 
election they will let the member know 
that their vote is as good as neighbor 
Jones'. See? That's the way lots of 
young- members get caught. 

"There's Maginnis; he won't send out a 
book. He has the longest list of any man 
in the house. I asked htm one day: 
'Major, why don't you send some of your 
hooks home?' 'My predecessor got heat 
that way,' was his reply, and the pile of 
books is still growing. 

"Don't any of the old members send 
their books home?" asked the scribe. 

"Oh, yes; lots of them do, but they put 
them in the hands of the politicians, and 
not the mass of voters. Yes, yes; they 
send off lots of books and seeds, and that 
sort of thing, but they wait until the end 
of the session and send out all at one time 
to those who know how to handle them. 
Many, however, like Maginnis, pay no at- 
tention to them.

Then some of the country members 
trade oil all of their books for seed. Some 
of the members sell their books to second- 
hand dealers; while others buy as 
man)- as they can get. I know of one 
new member who spent several thousand 
dollars sending books and seeds to his con- 
stituents. He got beaten. There are a 
number of members each session who 
spend large sums of money in this way. 
They can't get enough out of the appor- 
tionment to go round in their districts, so 
thoy buy them. Some of the scientific 
works arc very expensive. Powell's re- 
ports cost the' government about £17 a 
piece to publish. ' 

"Some of the members," he added, 
"send out lots of seed, and it is said, but I 
don't know how true it is, thai the 
confiding constituents often are deceived 
by their wily representatives, who, when 
they can't get enough seeds at government 
expense, go oil' and buy a lot of cheap 
grass seed, and have it done up in small 
packages, and send it oil' as something 
rare. "
